Washington, Dec. 8.—President Wil- 
son departed from the prepared text ol 
his annual address to congress today, 
which was devoted principally to an- 
swering those who contend the United 
States is unprepared for national de- 
fense, to give notice to 
the 
business 
world that the legislative program of 
his administration as It affects business 
was practically completed. 
He said it 
had resulted in a clear road for busi- 
less to travel to "unclouded success." 


Honest business men, the president 
leclared, need have nothing to fear in 
treading the way outlined in the trust 
ind currency bills. 
While the president 
Iwelt briefly upon the subject his words 
jvere interpreted as an assurance that 
ao further important business legisla- 
tion was contemplated. 


What He Said About It. 


The president's remarks in full with 
relation to business legislation were as 
collows: 


"Our program of legislation with re- 
gard to the legislation of business is 
now complete. 
It 
has 
been 
brought 
forth, as we intended, as a whole and 
leaves no conjecture as to what is to 
follow. 
The road is at last cleiur and 
firm before business. It is a road which 
It can travel without fear or embarrass- 
ment. 
It is the road to ungrudged, un- 
clouded success. In it every honest man^ 
every man who believes that the public 
toterest is part of his own interest, may 
walk with perfect confidence." 


Awaited the President.

Another bustle of handclapping greet- 
ed the president's statement that the 
bill for the building of government ship- 
ping Lines to Soutii and Central Amer- 
ica was imperative. 


The democratic side of the chamber 
applauded loudly and at length when 
the president in discussing national de- 
fense declared that the coimtry never 
will be ready, in time of peace, "to put 
in the field a nation of men trained to 
arms." 
Another 
outburst greeted 
his 
declaration againat compulsory military 
service. 


Applause and Laughter. 


The democratic side of both house and 
senate greeted with applause aad laugh- 
ter his declaration that "some among us 
are nervous and excited/' and that "we 
shall not turn America into a military 
camp." 


"And especially when half the world 
is on fire," said the president, "we shall 
be careful to make our moral insurance 
against the conflagration very definite 
and certain and adequate indeed."

NO SURRENDER 


Say Rejection of Commis- 
sion Will Put Burden 
on Operators. 


• Denver, Col., Dec. 8.—"A recommen- 
dation to terminate the Colorado coal 
miners' strike which had its inception to 
the northern Colorado fields in April 
1910, and which for more than four- 
teen months has involved practically the 
entire coal mining industry of Colorado; 
was contained in a commiunication from 
the international executive board of the 
United Mine Workers of America, pre- 
sented by Frank J- Hayes, vice preri- 
dent of the union miners of Colorado, in 
convention here today. 


"We recognize no surrender and shall 
continue to propagate the principles of 
our humanitarian movement throughout 
the Colorado field," said the boifd. 


Accept Wilson's Suggestion. 


After reviewing the efforts of the fed- 
eral government to effect a settlement 
of the controversy and correspondence 
which passed between I^esident Wilson 
and the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, the communication says that in view 
of recent action of the president in ap- 
pointing a federal mediation 
commis- 
sion "we deem it the ^art of wisdom 
to accept his (the presidents)

tion and to terminate the strike."

100,0(10 FOES TAKEN

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the United States might be instrumen- 
tal in bringing peace to Europe. The 
l^slative program includes passage of 
the conservation bills, the bills for ulti- 
mate independence of the Philippines, 
ratification of the London convention 
for safety at sea, a government owned 
merchant marine, charting the perilous 
waters of the Alaskan coast and meas- 
ures for economy in all branches of the 
government. 


But the portion of the president's ad- 
dress which commanded intense inter- 
est was that in which he discussed the 
subject of national defense. 


Preparedness for "V^ar. 


"It is said in some quarters that we 
are not prepared for 
war," said 
the 
president. 
"What is meant 
by being 
prepared? 
Is it meant that we are not 
ready upon brief notice to put a na- 
tion in the field, a nation of men trained 
' to arms ? 
Of course we are not ready 
to do that; and we shall never be in 
time of peace so long as we retain our 
present political principles and institu- 
tions. 
And what is it that it is sug- 
gested we should be prepared to do? To 
defend ourselves against attack? 
We 
have always found means to do that, 
and shall find them whenever it is nec- 
essary without calling our people away 
from their necessary 
tasks to render 
compulsory militarv service in times of 
peace. 


Clear and Settled Policy. 


"From the first we have had a clear 
and settled policy with regard to mili- 
tary 
establishments. 
We 
never 
have 
had, and while wc retain our present 
principles and 
ideals wc never 
shall 
have, a large standing array. 
If asked, 
Are you ready to defend yourselves? 
we reply, Most assiu'edly, to the ut- 
most; and yet Ave shall not turn Amer-, 
ica into a militaiy camp. 
W e will not 
ask our young men to spend the best 
years of their lives making soldiers of 
themselves. 
There is another sort of 
energy in us. 
It will know how to de- 
clare itself 
and make itself effective 
should occasion arise. 
And 
especially 
when half the world is on fire we shall 
be careful to make our moral 
insur- 
ance against the spread of the confla- 
gration .very definite and certain 
and 
adequate indeed. 


Only Thing to Do. 


"Let us remind ourselves, therefore, 
of the only thing we can do or will do. 
We must depend in every time of na- 
tional peril iu the future as in the past, 
not upon a standing army, nor yet up.on 
a reserve army, 
bui upon a citizenry 
trained and accustomed to arms. 
I t will 
be right enough, right American policy, 
based upon our 
accustomed 
principles 
.and practices, to provide a system 
by 
which every citizen who will volunteer 
for the training may be made familiar 
with the use of modern arms, the rudi- 
ments of drill and maneuver, and the 
maintenance 
and sanitation of 
camps. 
We should encourage such training and 
made it a means of discipline which 
our young men will learn to value. 
I t 
is right that we should provide it not 
only, but that we should make it as at- 
tractive as possible, and so induce our 
young men to iindergo it a t such times 
as they can command a little freedom 
and can seek the physical development 
they need, for mere health's sake, if 
for nothing more. 
Every means • by 
which such things can be stimulated is 
legitimate, and such a method smacks 
of true American ideas. 


/ ' I t is right, too, that the national 
guard of the states should be developed 
and strengthened by every means which 
is not inconsistent with our obligations 
to our own people or with the estab- 
lished policy of our government. 
And 
this, also, not because the time or occa- 
eion specially calls for such measures, 
but because it should be our constant 
policy to make these provisions for our 
national peace and safety. 


Nothing More Than This. 


"More t h ^ this carries with it a re- 
versal of tiie whole history and char- 
acter of our policy. 
More than this, 
proposed a t this time, permit me to say, 
Avould mean merely that we had lost 
our self-possession; that we had been 
thrown, off oiu* balance by a war with 
which we have nothing to do, whoso 
causes- cannot touch us, whose very ex- 
istence affords 
us 
opportunities 
of 
friendship 
and 
disinterested 
service 
which should make " us ashamed of any 
thought of hostility or fearful prepa- 
ration for trouble. 
This is 
assuredly 
the opportunity for which a people and 
a government like ours were raised up, 
tlie opportunity not only to speak but 
actually to embody and exemplify the 
coimsels of peace and amity 
and the 
lasting concord which is based on jus- 
tice and fair and generous dealing. 


"A powerful navy we have always 
regarded as our proper 
and 
natural" 
means of defense j and it has always 
been of defense that we have thought, 
never of aggression or of conquest. But 
•who shall tell us now what sort of navy 
to build ? 
We shall take leave to be 
strong upon the seas, in the future as 
in the past; and there 
will be no 
thought of offense or of provocation in 
that. 
Our ships ore our natural bul- 
warks. When will the experts tell us 
just what kind we should construct— 
and when will they be -right for ten 
years together, if the relative efficiency 
of craft of different kinds and uses con- 
tinues. io change as we have seen it 
change under our very eyes' in these last 
few months Î 
^ 


< Peztnanent and Settled Thing. 
"But I turn awav from the subject. 
It is not new. There «is no new need 
to discuss it. We sliaU not alter our 
Jittitude toward it because some afnongst 
VB are nervous and excited. We shall 
easily and sensibly i ^ e e u|>on a policy 
of défense. 
The 
question, has 
not 
changed its ^aspects because the times 
are not'normal. Our loolicy will not be 
fçT an occasion. 
It will be conceived 
M a permanent and settlei^ thing, which 
^e will pursue ut all sesúsons,., without 
hk«ie and after a fashion perfectly con- 
sistent with the peace of the world, the 
i^idi]^ friendship of states^ and the 
vplifijDipered freedom, of all with whom 
Hre deal.. Let there be no misconcep; 
tion. ' The country has ^en^ mifliriform- 
wJ. We hare not' been negligent of nar 
' 'ima|^,defeiise. We 'Isre not unmindful

a long time and involve many detailed 
items of legislation, and the trade which 
we ought immediately to handle would 
disappear or find other (^annels while 
we debated the items. 


The case is not unlike that which 
confronted us when our own continent 
was to be opened up to settlement and 
industry, and we needed long lines of 
railway, extended means of transporta- 
tion prepared beforehand, if develop- 
ment was not to lag intolerably 
and 
wait interminably. 
We lavishly subsi- 
dized the building of transcontinental 
railroads. We look back upon^that with 
regret now, because the subsidies led 
to many scandals of which 
we 
are 
ashamed; but we know that the rail- 
roads ha^ to be built, and if we' had it 
to do over again we should of course 
build them, but in another way. There- 
fore I propose another way of provid- 
ing the means of tiransportation, which 
must precede, not tardily follow, the 
development of our trade 
with 
our 
neighbor 
states of America. 
It may 
seem a reversal of the natural order of 
things, but it is true, that the routes 
of trade must be actually opened—^by 
many ships and regular 
sailings 
and 
moderate 
charges—before

Imperatively Needed.

to open them, or altogether reasonable 
to ask private capital to open them at 
a venture. 
It is not a question of the 
government monopolizing the field. 
It 
should take action to make it certain 
that transportation at' reasonable rates 
will be promptly provided, even where 
the carriage is not at first profitable; 
and then, when the carriage has become 
sufficiently profitable to attract and en 
gage ^ private capital, and engage it in 
abundance, the government 
ought 
to 
withdraw. 
I very earnestly hope that 
the congress will be of this opinion, and 
that both houses will adopt this exceed- 
ingly important bill. 


Rural Credits. 


The great subject of rural 
credits 
still remains to be dealt with, and it 
is à matter of deep regret that the dif- 
ficulties of the subject have seemed to 
render it impossible to complete a bill 
for passage at this session. 
But it can 
not be perfected yet, 
and 
therefore 
there are no other constructive measures 
the necessity for which I will at this 
time call your attention to; but I would 
be negligent of a very manifest dUty 
were I not to call the attention of the 
senate to the fact that the proposed 
convention for safety at sea awaits its 
confirmation and that the liniiit fixed in 
the convention itself for its acceptance 
is the last day of the present month. 
The conference in which this convention 
originated was called by 
the 
United 
States; the representatives of the Uni- 
ted States played a very influential part 
indeed in framing the provisions of the 
proposed convention; and those provi 
sions are in themselves for the 
most 
part admirable. 
It would hardly be 
consistent with the part we have played 
in the whole matter to let it drop and 
go by the board., as if forgotten 
and 
neglected. 
It was ratified in May last 
by the German government and in Aug 
ust by the parliament of Great Brit 
ain. 
It marks a most hopeful and de 
cided advance in international civiliza 
tion. 
We should show our earnest good 
faith in a great matter by adding our 
own acceptance of it. 


Urges Coast Charting. 


There is another matter of which 
must make special mention, if I am to 
discharge my conscience, lest it shoulo 
escape your attention. 
It may seem a 
very small thingj It affects only a sin 
gle item of appropriation. 
But many 
human lives and many^ great 
enter 
prises hang uiwn it. 
It is the matter 
o f maÛng adeq^uate provision for thé 
survey and charting of our coasts. 
It 
is immediately pressing and exigent in 
connection with the immense" coast line 
of Alaska, a coast line 
greater 
than 
that of the United States themselves, 
thongh it is also very important indeed 
with regard to the older coasts of the 
continent. 
We cannot use 
our 
great 
Alaskan 
domain, 
ships will not ply 
hidden dangers are not 'thoroughly sur 
hidden dangers are not thoroughly sur- 
veyed and charted. 
The work is incom- 
plete at almost every point. Ships and 
lires have been lost in threading what 
were supposed to be well known main 
channels.. We, have not provided ade- 
quate vessels or adequate machinery for 
the survey and charting. We have used 
old vessels that wtfo not big enough or 
strong enough and which were so nearly 
unseaworthy that our inspectors would 
not have iJIowed private owners to send 
them to sea. 
This is > matter which 
as I hart said, seems small, but. is in 
reality very great. 
Its importance has 
onlj' to be looked into to be appreci 
ated. , -, 
• . . 


Economy in Expenditures. 


Before I cloie may I say a few. words 
upon two topics, much discussed out of 
dooTf, upon which it is highly impor- 
tant that our judgments should be clear, 
definite and steadfast ? 
"One of thè«e is economy in govern- 
ment expenditures. 
The duty of con- 
omy is not dèbatable.. It is manifest 
and imperative. 
In the appropriations 
we., pass w« a n ipending the money of 
the great people whoM tervants we are 
—not onr own. . We are trustees and 
rctponrible »tewardè jo the 
spending 
The 
only 
thing

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they had a clean sheet of paper to write 
upon. 
Certainly the government of the 
United States is not. I think that it ia 
generally agreed that there should be a 
systema.tic reorganization and reassem- 
bling of its parts so as to secure great- 
er efficiency and effect, considerable sav- 
ings in expense. 
But the amount of 
money saved in that way would, I be- 
lieve, though no dout>t considerable in 
itself, running, it may be, into the mil- 
lions, be relatively-small-^smallj I mean, 
in proportion to the total necessary out- 
lays of the government. 
It would be 
thoroughly worth effecting, 
as 
every 
saving would, great or small. Our duty 
is not altered by the scale of the sav- 
ing. But my point is that the people 
of the United States do not wish to cur- 
tail the activities of this government; 
they wish, rather, to enlarge them; and 
with every enlargement, with the mere 
growth, indeed, of the country itself, 
-there must come, of course, the inevita- 
ble increase of expense. 
The sort of 
economy we ought to practicé may be 
effected, and ought to be effected, by a 
icareful study and assessment of the 
tasks to be performed; and the money 
sf)ent ought to be made to yield the 
best possible returns in efficiency and 
achievement. 
And, like good stewards, 
we should so account for every dollar 
of our appropriations as to make 
it 
perfectly evident what it was spent for 
and in what way it was spent. 


It is not expenditure but extrava- 
gance that We should fear being criti- 
cized for; not paying for the legitimate 
enterprises and undertakings of a great 
government 
whose 
people 
command 
what it should do, but adding what will 
benefit only a few or pouring money out 
for what need not have been imdertak- 
en at all or might have been postponed 
or better and more economically con- 
ceived and carried out. 
The nation is 
not niggardly; it is very generous. 
It 
will chide us only if we forget for whom 
we pay money out and whose money it 
is we pay. 
These are large and gener- 
al standards, but they are not very dif- 
ficult of application to particular cases. 


National Defense. 


The other topic I shall take leave to 
mention goes deeper into the principles 
of our national life and policy. 
It is 
the subject of national defense. 


It cannot be discussed"^ without first 
answering some very searching 
ques 
tions. It is said in some quarters that 
we are not prepared for war. What is 
meant by being prepared? Is it meant 
that we are not ready upon brief notice 
to put a nation in the field, a nation 
of men trained to arms? Of course we 
are not ready to do that; and we shall 
never be in time of peace so long as we 
retain our present political principles 
and'institutions. And what is it that it 
is suggested we should be prepared to 
do? 
To defend ourselves against at- 
tack? We have alwavs found means to 
do thai, and shall find them whenever it 
is necessary without calling our people 
away from their necessary tasks to ren- 
der compulsory military service in times 
of peace. 


Allow me to speak with great plain- 
ness and directness upon this great mat- 
ter and to avow my convictions with 
deep earnestness. 
I have tried to know 
what America is, what hej people think, 
what they are, what thev most cherish 
and hold dear. I hope that some of their 
I fmer passions are in my own heart— 
some of the great conceptions and de- 
sires which gave birth to this govem- 
m ^ t and which have made the voice of 
this people a voice of peace and hope 
and liberty among the peoples of the 
world, and that, 
speaking 
my 
own 
thoughts, I shall, at least in part, speak 
theirs also, however faintly and inade- 
quately. upon this vital matter. 


Preserving Ancient Principles. 


We are at peace with all the world. 
No one who speaks counsel based on 
fact or drawn from a just and candid 
interpretation of realities can say that 
there is reason to fear that from any 
quarter our independence-or the integ- 
rity of our 
territory 
is 
threatened. 
Dread of the power of any other na- 
tion we are incapable of. We are not 
jealous of rivahry in the fields of com- 
merce or of any other peaceful achieve- 
ment. We mean to live our own lives as 
we will; but we mean also to let live. 
We are, indeed, a true friend to all the 
nations of the world, because we threat- 
en none, covet the possessions of uune, 
desire the overthrow of 
none. 
Our 
friendship can be accepted and is ac- 
cepted without reservation, because it 
is offer^ in ar spirit and for a pur- 
pose which no one need ever question 
or suspect. 
Therein lies our grc»tness. 
We are the champions of peace and of 
concord. 
And wo should be very jeal- 
ous of this distinction whidi we have 
sought to earn. Just now we should be 
particularly jealous of it, because it is 
our dearest present hone that this char- 
aeter and reputation may presently, in 
God s providence, bring us àn opportu- 
nity such as has seldom been vouch- 
safed any., nation, the opportunity to 
counsel and obtain peace in the world 
and reconoiiiation and « healing settle- 
ment of manv a matter that has cooled 
and interriipted the friendship of na- 
tions. Thisjs the time above ail others 
when we' should wish and resolve 
to 
keep our strength by self-possession, our 
influence by 
preserving 
our 
ancient 
pnnciplet of action. 
. 


From the first we have had a clear 
and settled nblicy with regard to mili- 
tary establishments. 
We never have 
had. and while we retain our present 
principles and Jdeals we , never 
shall 
have, a large standine army. 
If asked. 
Are you ready to defend yourselves?

London, Nov. 25.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated t Press.i-rMajqr. Gene]^ 
Desmond O'Callaghan, of the Royal arri 
tillery, has been investigating a num- 
ber of alarmist reports which have ha^ 
wide circulation in England, to the ef- 
fect that German ordnance agents have 
for years past been preparing for the 
German invasion of England by secret- 
ly placing in factory foundations, tennis 
courts, and residences, deep 
concrète, 
foundations, suitablé for use with the 
heaviest German siege artillery. These 
concrete foimdations, according to 
ra- 
mor, were always discovered in posi- 
tions "commanding" London, or Edin- 
burgh, or Dublin. "All bosh," says-Gen- 
eral O'Callaghan, who is inclined to be 
a trifle annoyed at having to waste his 
time on "such nonsense." 
His report 
to the .public says in part:

Washington, Dec. 8/~President Wil- 


son departed from the prepared text of 
his annual address to congress today; 
which was devoted principally to an- 
swering those who contend the United 
States is unprepared for national de- 
fense, to give notice to the business 
world that the legislative program of 
his administration as It affects business 
was practically completed. He said it 
had resulted in a dear road for busi- 
less to travel to "unclouded success." 


Honest business men, the president 


leclared, need have nothing to fear in 
treading the way outlined in the trust 
ind currency bills. While the president 
Iwelt briefly upon the subject his words 
were interpreted as an assurance that 
ao further important business'' legisla- 
tion was contemplated. 


What He Said About It. 


The president's remarks in full with 


relation to business legislation were as 
follows: 


"Our program of legislation with re- 


gard to the legislation of business is 
now complete. It has 
been brought 


forth, as we intended, as a whole and 
leaves no conjecture as to what is to 
follow. The road is at last clear and 
firm before business. It it a road which 
It can travel without fear or emiarraai- 
ment. It is the road to un&nidged, un- 
clouded success. In it every honest man, 
•very man who believes that the public 
Intertst is part of his own interest, may 
walk with perfect confidence."

Most assuredly, to the ut- 
inoft: ami yet we shall not turn Amer- 
ica into a military camp. \\'o will not 
ask onr young men (o spend the best 
years of their lives making soldiers of 
themselves. 
There is n not her sort of 


energy in us. 
It will know how to de- 


clare itself ami make itself 
effective 


BliouH occasion arise. 
And especially 


when half the world is on fire we shall 
be careful to make otiv moral insur- 
ance against the spread of the confla- 
gration very definite and certain and 
adequate indeed. 


Only Thing to Do. 


"Tjot us remind ourselves, therefore, 


of the only thing we .-an do or will do. 
AVo must depend in every time of na- 
tional peril in the future as in tlm past, 
not upon a standing army, nor yet upon 


11 reserve army, 
but upon a Vitizeiirv 


trained and accustomed to arms. It will 
lie right enough, right American policy, 
based upon our accustomed principles 
and practices, to provide a system by 
•which every citizen who will volunteer 
for the training may bo nuidc familiar 
•with the. usrs of modern arms, tho rudi- 
ments of drill and maneuver, and the 
maintenance and sanitation of camps. 
We should encourage such training and 
made it a means of discipline- which 
our young men will learn to value. Jt 
is right that we should provide it not 
only, but that wo should make it. IDS at- 
tractive Us possible, and BO induce- our 
young men to undergo it at such times 
Hs they ea.n command a little freedom 
and can seek the physical development 
they need, for mere health's sake, if 
for nothing more. 
.Every means 
by 


which Bitch things can he stimulated is 
legitimate, and such a method urna-eka 
of true American ideas. 


"Tt is right, too, that tho national 


guard of the states should be developed 
and strengthened by every means which 
is not inconsistent with our obligations 
to our own people or with the estab- 
lished policy of our government.

calls for such measures, 


but because it should be our constant 
policy to make these provisions for our 
national peace and safety. 


Nothing More Than This. 


"More than this carries with it a re- 


versal of tho whole history and char- 
acter of our policy. 
Moru than this, 


proposed at this time, permit me to say, 
Would mean merely that we had lost 
our self-possession; that we luul been 
thrown off our balance by a war with 
which we have nothing to do, whose 
causes cannot touch us, whoso very ex- 
istence affords 
us 
opportunities 
of 


friendship 
and 
disinterested 
service 


which should make us ashamed of any 
thought of hostility or fearful prepa- 
ration for trouble. 
This is assuredly 


• the opportunity for which a people and 
n government like ours were raised up, 
the opportunity not only to speak but 
actually to embody and exemplify the 
counsels of peaco and amity and the 
lasting concord which Is bused on jus- 
licft and fair and generous dealing. 


"A powerful navy wo have always 


regarded an our proper 
and 
natural 


mea.ns of defense: and it has always 
been of defense that we have thought, 
never of aggression or of conquest. But 
who shall tell us now what sort of navy 
to build? Wo shall take leave to be

prises hang upon it. It is the matte 
of making adequate provision for th' 
survey and charting of our coasts. 1 
is immediately pressing and exigent in 
connection with the immense coast lin 
of Alaska, a coast line greater 
than 


that of the United States themselves 
though it is also very important indec< 
with regard to the older coasts of the 
continent. 
We cannot use 
our great 


Alaskan 
domain, 
ships will not ply 


hidden dangers are not thoroughly aur- 
lidden dangers arc not thoroughly sur 
veyed and charted. 
Tho work is incom- 


plete at almost every point. Ships ana 


have been lost in threading what 


were supposed to be well known main 
channels. We have not provided ade- 
quate vessels or adequate machinery for 
the survey and charting. Wo have usec 
old vessels that were not big enough or 
strong enough and which were so nearly 
unscaworthy that our inspectors would 
not have allowed private owners to send 
them to sea. This is a matter which 
as I have said, seems small, but, is in 
reality very great. Its importance has 
only to be looked into to be appreci- 
ated. 


Economy in Expenditures. 


Before I close may I say a few words 


upon two topics, much discussed out of 
doors, upon which it is highly impor- 
tant that our judgments should be clear, 
definite and steadfast? 


One of these is economy in govern- 


ment expenditures. 
The duty of con 


omy is not debatable. 
It is manifest 


and imperative. 
In the appropriations 


we pass we arc spending the money .if 


i the great people whose servants we are 
1—not our own. 
We. are trustees and 


responsible stewards In the 
spending 


The 
only 
thing 
debatable and upon 


which we should be careful to make 
our thought and purpose clear is the 
kind of economy demanded of us. 
I 


assert with the greatest confidence that 
the people of the United States are not 
ealous of the amount their government 
costs If they are. sure 
that they get, 


what they need and desire for the out 
lay, that tho money is being spent for 
objects of which they approve, and that 
it is heing applied with good husiness 
sense and managtment. 


Governments grow, piecemeal, both in 


their tasks and in the means by which 
those tasks are to be performed, nnr1 
very few governments are organized, I 
venture to say, as wise and experienced 
business men would organize them 
it I 


they had a clean sheet of paper to write 
upon. 
Certainly the government of the 


United States is not. 
L think that it is 


generally agreed that there should be a 
systematic reorganization and reassem- 
bling of its parts so as to secure great- 
er efficiency and i-fTeet considerable sav- 
ings in expense. 
But the amount of 


money saved in that, way would, 1 be- 
lieve, though no donht considerable in 
itself, i-iiiining, it may be, int.i tile mil- 
lions be relatively small—.small, I mean, 
in proportion to the total necessary out- 
lays of the government. 
It would lie 


thoroughly worth effecting, 
as 
every 


saving woulJ. groat or small. Our duty 
is not altered l,y the scale of the sav- 
ing. 
But my point is that thu people 


of^the United State*, do not wish to cur- I 
tail the activities of this government; ! 
they wish, rather, to enlarge them; ami i 
with every enlargement, with the mere j 
growth, indeed, of 
the 
country itself, j 


there must come, of course. tlu i inevita.- I 
ble im-rease of cNpcnxc. 
The 
.sort of j 


economy we ought to practice may be j 
effected, und ought to lie effected, by u ! 
careful study and 
assessment of "the , 


tasks to he performed; und'the .money 
spent c.tight, to lie made to yield the 
best possible returns in efficiency and 
achievement. 
And. like goo.l stewards, ' 


we should so account for every dollar i 
of onr appropriations ;,., to make 
it j 


perfectly evident what it was spent for 
and in what way it was spent. 


It is not expenditure but extrava- 


gance that w<. should fear being criti- 
cized for; not paying for the legitimate. 
enterprises ami undertakings of a great 
government 
whose 
people 
command 


what it should do. but adding what will 
benefit only a few or pouring money out 
for what need not have been undertak- 
en at all or might have been postponed 
or better and more, economically con- 
ceived and carried out. 'Hie nation is 
not niggardly: it is very generous. It 
will chide ns only if we forget for whom 
we pay money out and whose in. 
is we pay. These are large and gener- 
al standards, but they are not very 
dif- 


ficult of application to particular 'cases. 


National Defense. 


Tile other topic. 1 shall take. leave to 


mention goes deeper into the principles 
of our national life and policy. 
H is 


the subject of national defense! 


It cannot be discussed without first 


answering some very searching 
qnes 


tions. 
It, is s.-iid in some quarters that 


we are not prepared fnr war. 
What is 


meant by being prepared? 
Is it. meant 


that we are not ready upon brief notice 
to put a nation in 'the field, a. nation 
of men trained to i.rms? Of course we 
are not ready to do Hint; and wo shall 
never be in time of peace so long as we 


present political principles \ 
retain 
and institutions. And what is 'it tha't 
is suggested we should be prepared to 
do? 
To defend ourselves against at- 


tack? W« have always found'means to 
do that, and shall find (hem whenever it 
is necessary without calling our people 
away from their necessary tasks to ren- 
der compulsory military service in times 
of peace. 


Allow me to speak with great plain- 


ness and directness upon this great mat- 
ter and to avow my convictions 
deep earnestness, 
r have tried to know 


what America is, what her people think 
what they are, whnl tliev most cherish 
and hold dear. I hope that some of their 
liner passions are in mv own heart- 
some of the great, conceptions and de- 
sires which gavo birth to thig govern- 
ment and which havo mad,: the voice of 
this people a voice of peace and hope 
and liberty among the people* of the 
world and that,

especially wlicn tliia plan meant noth- 
ing morn or less than tho impartial en 
forcement of the labor and mining laws 
of Colormlo and tho appointment of an 
industrial commission by tho president 
to sec that ench laws were enforced. Tn 
tho refusal of the operators to accept 
the plan of settlement proposed by the 
president, nnd their insistence on their 
continuation of a system which stands 
for Industrial chaos nnd anarchy they 
forfeit, the support, if they persist in 
maintaining this position, of every right 
thinking, law-abiding American citizen. 


Hoped for Governmental Action. 
"When the operators refused to ac- 


cept tho president's proposal, we en- 
tertained the hope that President Wil 
snn would enforce his proposition by 
governmental action. After waiting tor 
more than two months for some meas 
uro to be ndoptod by the nrcsidcnt that 
would terminate tho strike, and receiv- 
ing no definite word ns to what hia final 
action might be, we concluded to ar- 
range a meeting with the, president nnd 
iccordingly we met with him at the 
white house on Thursday, Nov. 19. He 
informed us at that time that ho was 
legally advised that he could not 'take 
over tho Colorado coal mines and op- 
erate them under governmental super- 
vision and thus force a settlement of 
the strike in accord with the peace plan 
ic had submitted. 
The president ex- 


pressed deep regret thnt the operators 
lad eeen fit to disregard hia wishes in 
;hc matter and informed us he would flo 
everything he could legally to bring 
about a settlement of the controversy." 


After ouoting the communication of 


President AVilnon on Dec. 1 announcing 
;he appointment of a federal mediation 
commission to deal with future contro- 
versies between operators and employes 
,n the Colorado conl fields, the report 
•ays: 


"In view of this urgent request, coni- 


ng as it does from the chief executive 
rf'the nation, we deem it tho part of 
wisdom to accept bis suggestion and 
:erminate the strike. Tn our opinion to 
wage. the. strike further would not mean 
additional gain to our members. 


rtlf the operators reject the good 


offices of this commission appointed in 
good 
faith by the president of the 


[Tnited States upon their shoulders will 
•est the responsibility of any 
future 


rouble in the mining fields of Colorado. 
n taking this position and in terminat- 
ng this strike we believe we are doing 
he best thing possible for the men. 


In conclusion the report says that the 


nib-committee of the international ex- 
ecutive board now attending the district 
convention has been given "discretionary 
lower to meet the exigencies of any 
suggestion concerning the. termination' 
f the strike thnt may arise."
